BEGIN SUMMARY: WEST GERMAN FOREIGN MINISTRY HAS 
REQUESTED URGENT CLARIFICATION OF SECURITY SITUATION 
BEFORE COMMITTING GERMAN MERCHANT VESSELS TO EVACUATION 
OPERATION. IT SEEMS LIKELY THE SHIPS CAN BE USED ONLY 
IF US SECURITY DETACHMENT IS PLACED ABOARD. REQUEST 
URGENT INFORMATION FROM EMBASSY SAIGON FOR RESPONDING 
TO FRG REQUEST. END SUMMARY. 

1. ACTING POLITICAL DIRECTOR RUHFUS ASKED EMBOFFS TO 
COME TO FONMIN THIS MORNING (APRIL 1) TO DISCUSS POSSIBLE 
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EVACUATION ASSISTANCE IN LIGHT OF INFORMATION FROM REF

(A) WHICH WE HAD PASSED TO MINISTRY LATE LAST NIGHT. 

RUHFUS POINTED OUT THAT, AS STRESSED IN QUESTIONS TRANS- 
MITTED REF (B), SECURITY IS KEY TO GERMAN DECISION. SHIP 
OWNERS HAVE MADE ACTUAL USE OF VESSELS DEPENDENT ON 
SATISFACTORY ASSURANCES ON SECURITY AND ARE ASKING FRG 
TO GUARANTEE FULL INDEMNIFICATION FOR VESSELS AND CREWS. 
EMBASSY SAIGON'S REPLY THAT ' SECURITY NOT A PROBLEM" 
PROVIDES INSUFFICIENT BASIS FOR DECISION. 

2. GERMAN CONCERNS ARE HEIGHTENED BY REPORTS FROM FRG 
EMBASSY SAIGON OF CHAOTIC CONDITIONS IN NHA TRANG HARBOR, 
INCLUDING SHOOTINGS BY ARMED SOLDIERS AND SOME DEATHS. 

(IN ADDITION, NEWS TICKERS REPORTED JUST BEFORE FONMIN 
MEETING THAT NHA TRANG HAS NOW FALLEN.) UNDER CIRCUM- 
STANCES, FRG EMBASSY SAIGON HAS EXPRESSED MISGIVINGS AGAINST 
USE OF GERMAN SHIPS ON SECURITY GROUNDS. 

3. POLCOUNS TOLD RUHFUS EMBASSY WOULD SEEK TO CLARIFY 
SECURITY SITUATION BUT MEANWHILE MADE PLEA FOR FRG TO 
KEEP SHIPS IN AREA, AS THEY MIGHT BE NEEDED FURTHER DOWN 
THE COAST EVEN IF NHA TRANG EVACUATION NO LONGER 
FEASIBLE. IN RESPONSE TO QUESTIONS, RUHFUS SAID 

MS RHEINLAND, WHICH IS NOW STANDING OFF CAM RANH, IS 
HEAVILY LOADED AND HE UNCERTAIN HOW LONG IT CAN WAIT IN 
VIETNAMESE WATERS; HE THOUGHT HE COULD GUARANTEE A TWO 
OR THREE DAY DELAY. MS VOGTLAND, WHICH STILL EXPECTED 
ARRIVE APRIL 3, WILL BE EMPTY AND PROBABLY COULD STAY 
INDEFINITELY FOR POSSIBLE EVACUATION ASSISTANCE. 

4. FROM ENSUING DISCUSSION IT EMERGED THAT, AS PRACTICAL 
MATTER, ONLY US AGREEMENT TO EMBARK AN AMERICAN SECURITY 
DETACHMENT TO KEEP ORDER ON BOARD WOULD BE SUFFICIENT TO 
MEET CONCERNS OF GERMAN GOVERNMENT AND SHIPOWNERS. 
POLCOUNS EXPRESSED UNCERTAINTY AS TO WHETHER SUCH US 
RESOURCES AVAILABLE BUT UNDERTOOK TO ASK. BOTH WE AND 
FRG APPRECIATE EMERGENCY CONDITIONS UNDER WHICH EMBASSY 
SAIGON OPERATING, BUT WE BELIEVE IT ESSENTIAL, IF WE ARE 

TO GAIN GERMAN ASSISTANCE, THAT WE PROVIDE FULLEST 
POSSIBLE INFORMATION. 
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5. ACTION REQUESTED: WOULD APPRECIATE URGENT RESPONSE 
FROM EMBASSY SAIGON ON SECURITY SITUATION, INCLUDING 
SPECIFICALLY THE AVAILABILITY OF US SECURITY PERSONNEL 
FOR EVACUATION VOYAGES, AS WELL AS INDICATION AS TO 
LIKELY CONTINUING NEED FOR GERMAN ASSISTANCE. SUGGEST 
INFORMATION BE CABLED TO US AND ALSO BE PROVIDED FRG 
EMBASSY SAIGON.
